HUNTER DENOUNCED AS A SILYERITE. 


His Written Statement Read Before the 


Joint Meeting—A Caucus Called, at 


Which He Explains, and Con- 


fidence is Restored. 


FkANKFORT.Ky., Feb. 28.—The repub- 


licans arc in a very bad predicament 
us a result of the joint ballot to-day. 
A larpc number bolted Hunter. When 
Judge Landes' name was called he said, 
it was very painful for him to make 
the statement that he was about to 
make, that Hunter had been nomi- 
nated by the republican caucus be- 
cause they thought he was for sound' 
money, that rumors had been afloat 
for some time that Dr. Hunter was 
for free silver, and this had caused a 
good deal of uneasiness. He did not 
believe the rumors at first, but .since 
the adjournment of the. last joiqt as- 
sembly it had come to him in such 
shape that he had to withhold his vote 
from Hunter. He felt that he must in 
all conscientiousness cast his vote for 
a rutin he knew was for sound money 
He left a paper in the president's hands 
no that anyone could examine it. The 
paper read as follous: 


' 1 hereby agree that I will favor 


inch legislation and support such 
measures as will restore silver to the 
position it occupied as primary or re- 
demption money prior to 1873, when it 
was the standard of values 


(Signed.] 
-W. G. HUNTER." 


The reading of this paper caused a 


great stir in the republican ranks, and 
was the signal for several speeches 


Speaker Bland ford said became from 


a hound money county, and he would 
vote for Hunter until it was proven be- 
yond a doubt that Hunter was for free 
.silver

night lasting over three hours. The 
cause of the call of the caucus was the 
paper signed by Hunter saying that he 
vi ould support f ree silver legislation. 
l)r Hunter, in an explanation, said 
that the paper was genuine and that 
it was his view of the platform. 
He 


said that he was in favor of sound 
money and not for free silver. 


Mr. Lyons make a lengthy speech, 


in which he said he would never vote 
for anyone but the nominee of the 
(..incus, and urged all good republicans 
to fctand by Hunter. 


Several other speeches were made, 


eulogistic of Hunter, and those pres- 
ent decided that the paper signed by 
Or Hunter did not conflict with the 
republican idea of sound money and 
was republican doctrine. 


A resolution was finally passed pledg- 


ing those present to support Dr. Hun- 
ter. Several of the bolters were ab- 
sent. 


The democratic caucus to-day was of 


short duration, and nothing of impor- 
tance was decided on.

' reported to the house and he supported

committee and formulated the great 
tariff bill which is known by his name 
being attached to it.

Whatever the critic* ot the eaat may 


amy, it ia nevertheless a. fact that Chi- 
cago baa given to the world of letters 
throe poets whose fame is destined to 
grow from day to clay. They ure not 
magazine rhymesters who deal in mys- 
teriotn nothings, lyit true men who 
sing of nature and life aa healthy men 
and women find them—and have always 
found - them. Neither are they long- 
haired freaks who poee before the world 
ms prodigies. Every one of them is a 
busy man of action, capable of holding 
his own in the workaday struggle fot 
existence. As far as the writer ie con- 
cerned, he honors theae men a* much

for their clearheadedness in everyday 
life as for their great abilities as lit- 
erary leaders. 


Take, for instance. Ernest McGaffey, 


whese volume of "Poems," recently is 
sued by an eastern publishing house 
has attracted general attention. HE 
is a young lawyer with a bright future, 
a man of the world, a companion foi 
judge or preacher. His view a on cur 
rent topics are quoted by the press; 
his knowledge of affairs political brings' 
to his office the leaders of parties. Ami 
yet this same man will retire to hie 
study in the evening nnd commune witb 
nature with an eloquence that surprises 
the critics who have repeated from yeai 
to year that "nothing of literary merit 
can come out of Chicago." From be- 
ginning" to end McGafltey's "Poems" 
show inspiration and a wonderful per- 
ception of the beauties of things. There 
is not a page which does not contain a 
new idea or a precious thought dressed 
in a new form. Opening the little vol- 
ume at random the other ;lay. I became 
enchanted with this gem: 
Like gome lone, wild creature that paces all 
flay 


Back and forth behind bars In Its dumb, 
strong wish to he tree. 


Bo paces forever, all haggard and gray. 
On Its earth-bound shores, the mysterious 
soul of the sea. 


If any poet has ever clothed a beauti- 


ful sentiment in finer garb I have never 
seen his works. Equally strong is a 
poem In another vein, entitled "The 
Derelict," from which I quote the last 
verse: 
And thus a wraith, a •mote, a speck. 
In watery solitudes 


She sails, and hears the siren sons; 


Of ocean's Circe-moods: 


Nor neither home nor harbor hound. 
Naught shall her course restrict. 


While like men's souls In worlds to come 


Bhe wanders, derelict. 
And what could be more charming 


than this picture: 
Dear Mends, tho* silent, the companion 
trees 


That whisper as I pass, and scatter down 
•Leaf benedictions on my leaf-strewn path. 


Mr. McGaffey's versatility is almost 


phenomenal. His fancy respond* to the 
call of the moment. His reflective, de- 
scriptive and metaphysical moods find 
ready expression in verse, which, while 
not always perfect, IE never annoying- 
ly halting. It has been xtated that h« 
has no rivals in America but Joaqnin 
Miller and James Whitcomb Biley. This 
is a sweeping assertion, but one which 
will not be disputed a few years hence. 
The writer has been familiar with Mr 
McGaffey's works for eight years. He 
has noted his development along ra- 
tions lines, and feels justified in giving 
tbe wideateiieulation to Chicago's faith 


In a poet whose productions axe even 
now quoted throughout the land. The 
keystone of Mr. McGarTey's success ia 
hia modesty, which constantly reminds 
bimthathe has yet to learn many things 
and that perfection In art must be based 
on constant observation and unremit- 
ting study. 


Charles Eugene Bonks has been called 


• "sweet singer." His work, although 
not quite as varied as McGaffey'e, be- 
trays geuiriB and genuine poetic in- 
stinct. While McGafley is always an 
optimist, even in hia serious meta- 
physical words. Banks sometimes it, 
mildly pessimistic. Take, for example, 
hia little poem entitled "Clothe* Wor- 
ship:" 
The world will crack the devfl o'er the pate 
It, dressed In rags, he peep above the cat*- 
Bat let tho velvet hide his cloven hoof 
He finds a welcome under every roof. 


Bnt tnMB words never last loos;. Tbe' 
disposition of the poet ia too happy to 
dwell on disagreeable themes, and 
kence we find on another page of his 
little book, "Where Brooks Go Softly," 
this charming tribute to love: 
Tbe world is as a clouded sea. 
But love Is like the sun. 
That steals among the murky waves 
And brightens every one. 


O'er gloom Is golden glory flung 
While sunbeams sport the waves 


among-. 


The gem of Mr. Banks' productions, 


Jiowever, is a verse entitled "March:" 
Pale autumn moves, with gentle tread 
And quiet air, among the dead • 
March whips the sullen sky to tears, 


And Io! tho violet appears. 
Another hopeful verse—and one ttfat 


should appeal to everybody at this sea- 
son—he calls "Easter Lilies:" 
What though you build cloud-high the wall 


What though the award you constant 


wield! 


All kingdoms, monarchies shall fall 
Because of these—and over all 
Shall stand the lilies of the field. 
One could quote column after column 


of equally beautiful sentiments from 
.Mr. Bank's book without exhausting 
the patience of lovers of nature and of 
pure poetry. 
"The gentle writer of 


gentle verse" is the expression in which 
I alluded to him several years ago; but, 
to understand fully the meaning of the 
phrnse, It is necessary to know the 
poet. His personality is charming, his 
generosity unbounded. Nothing ap 
I«als to him as forcibly as the distress 
of the oppressed. To know Bonks is t<. 
lpve him. 
And yet, although not in 


robust, health and, at many periods d' 
tis life, assailed by care and trouble, he 
has sturdily fought the battle for ex- 
istence, aslcing no favors and complain- 
ing to no one. Starting out in life as a 
commercial man, he drifted into jour- 
nalism, acted as business manager for 
trade papers, dkl rrportoriol work on 
Chicago newspapers, wrote advertise- 
ments for manufacturing firms, and 
finally invaded tbe lecture field, from 
which he had to withdraw on account 
ol failing health. But neither in pros- 
perity nor adversity did he lose hit 
faith in mankind, as is evidenced by the 
poems he haa given to the world during 
the post two years. Convinced that the 
American people—although slow and 
sometimes churlish—never fail to recog- 
nize genuine merit, the prediction is 
itntnrcd that Mr. Bnnks' fame will 
ei entually become national. And it is, 
no doubt, this expectation which en- 
courages him. to perform, without 
grumbling, routine duties in a local 
newspaper office at Iiavenport, Ia. After 
so much darkness light must inevitably 
break through Hie ciouds of our "gentle 
poet's" gentle life.

He only wins nil freedom truly, 
Who dally n Ins It fresh and fair. 
He ever rises newly 
Into the regions of the purer a!r 
Who falters not for blam« nor praise, 
But lives In strenuous and victorious days. 
And similar gems ire to be found on 
almost e\ery 
pngc of "The 
New 


World." Literary Chicago, if there is 
such a thing, should be as proud of Mr. 
Clock as she is of XIcGaffey and Banks, 
Io say nothing of a crowd of very re- 
Hpectablc, and. 
because respectable, 


presumably 
able poetesses 
whose 


names have from time to time ap- 
peared in capital letters at fashionable 
receptions. Writing poetry is one of 
Mr. Block's recreations, and It is to bo 
hoped that in the future he may find 
plenty of leisure hours to devote to it. 
But the public must not expect too 
moefi in this direction, as his duties as 
principal of a large Chicago school nec- 
essarily occupy most of his time.

WEATHER FOR THE MONTH. 


A Wet February and an Unusual Range 


of Temperature. 


The people living in this vicinity have 


experienced considerable change of tem- 
perature in the past month, Professor 
Coonradt, who is observer at this poiLt 
for the weather bureau of the Depart 
ment of Agriculture, gives some inter- 
esting Hgures in regard to the weather 
of February. The warmest day in the 
month was the —th when the tempera 
ture reached 66 degrees, and the coldest 
day waa the 20th when the thermometer 
registered 2 degrees below zero. This 
mattes a range of temperature during 
the month of 69 degrees. The greatest 
range in one day waa on the 21st when 
the temperature fell from 31 degrees to 
2 degrees above zero. After the 21sf 
the temperature increased almost stead 
ily until the 27th, the wannest day. 
The change of temperature in February 
of last year was even more marked, the 
coldest day being 21 degrees below and 
the warmest 68 above, a range of 80 
degrees. 
, 


The total precipitation for the past 


month was 2.61 inches, including rain 
and melted snow. During the month 
4}4 inches of snow has fallen. In Feb- 
ruary of last year the total precipitation 
was but .91 inches. 


During this month there have been 15 


clear days, 8 cloudy days and 6 partly 
cloudy days.

Before the Teacher*' Meeting a* 


the High School. 


At the meeting of the city teachers 


at the High fjchool this, morning Dr. W. 
O, Krohn, of Champaign, delivered an 
address on "Child Study." After the 
regular lesson, which waa on geography 
and history, Superintendent Gastman 
introduced the speaker. He said in part: 
'In the discussion of any educational 
iroblem there are at least three factors 
which present themselves to us. The first 
is the ideal, or that which we are striv- 
ing to attain. It ie useless for me to 
discuss this point for we are universal 
in our opinion of what is the purpose of 
the schools. The object and aim of all 
our institutions is to make good citizens 
of the young people. The second item 
which present* itself is the question of 
method, and this I need not discuss aa 
we are pretty uHlvefmally agreed as to 
the way in which we shall carry on our 
work. The third item is a most im 
portant one and receives little thought 
from ihe parents and teachers. It ia 
this: What is the raw material with 
which 
work, what 
is 
the child? 


We 
must 
know 
this 
in 
order 


to properly arrange their studies. 
A 


oUld grows by ephocs or periods and 
not a vegetable and does not grow in 
that way, but developes by stages. 
In 


regard to the physical growth of the 
child we know that certain muscles un- 
fold before others do. For example the 
upper muscles of the arm are ready for 
work a year and a half before the flu 
gers. 
All this should be taken in- 


to 
consideration 
when 
the 
wprk 


of the child is planned. 
Muscles 


which are ready should be cfeveloped 
and no muscles which are not developed 
should be overtaxed. This is not only 
true of the body but also of the mind 
The mind unfolds by stages. The fire 
•faculty that the child experiences is thai 
of sensation. His eyes and earn are 
open to catch anything new and receive 
impressions. This is the time when the 
sensation should be trained, the time ol 
its most rapid growth. The next fac 
ulty is memory, and it should also be 
trained when it is at its best. Next 
comes the faculty 
of 
imagination 


It is 
no 
wonder 
that the chile 


imagines 
a 
great 
many things 


as they are allowed to live in the 
world of make-believe all the time. This 
is the time for the imagination to be 
trained and then the child will not have 
a diseased mind when it gets old. 
The 


next stage of the child's development is 
imitation. He will imitate everything 
that he sees others do. After imitation 
comes the faculties of judgment ant 
comparison. 
They begin to compare 


one day with another and their parents 
with other children's parents. 
Ner 


comes curiosity which is vital for thi 
child ft he is to become a good reasoner 
He must be allowed to ask questions 
and manifest curiosity. The last faculty 
and the highest is reason, and this rests 
upon all the others. 
All these faculties 


should be developed when they are a 
their most rapid growth if the child is li 
)>e properly developed." 


The speaker said that the readjust 


menta of the course ot studies wouli 
save much time and. energy. The propel 
studies should be given to the children 
at the time when they are most able tc 
take them. He then spoke of the dis 
eases of children. 
Eleven per cent o 


the pupils in the Illinois schools havi 
defective vision, and nineteen per cen 
have defective hearing. 
These facts 


should be taken into consideration am 
guide their actions. The seating of the 
pupils nnd the ventilation of the echoo 
room 
were 
very important factors 


These things were necessary to ttn 
health of. the children, and a health; 
body was necessary to the full develop 
ment of the mind; and both a health 
body and mind were necessary to full; 
developer, morals." 


The address was full of valuable in 


formation for the teachers who heard it 
There were quite a number of count: 
teachers present besides those from the 
city.
